OBACCO dealers show symptoms 
of nervousness for fear the re- 
formatory energy that has crumpled 
up John Barleycorn will next proceed 
to sandbag My Lady Nicotine.

many of them were too conscious of 
the unsatisfactory nature of the rum 
system that obtained and of the griev- 
ous incidents that belonged to it. 
“Rum” (including beer) as made and 
sold under the system now defunct, 
made too much trouble for too many 
people. It had few active friends out- 
side of the group that made and sold 
it. 

But tobacco has lots of friends. It 
may not be any too healthy, and may 
not contribute to the highest develop- 
ment of the human experiment, but 
millions and millions of people find 
their patience with life materially 
supported by it. It smells bad in some 
forms to some people, but it ruins no 
families. It costs money, but working 
men do not blow in their week’s earn- 


ings on Saturday night in cigar stores 
It injures some people, but destroys 
few, and is regarded by many as prob- 
ably beneficial. 

The W..C. T. U. may be game to 


fight it and annihilate it if possible. 
but the W. C. T. U. is not really a very 
formidable concern. The Anti-Saloon 
League, which has a lot of punch, 
will think a long time before it starts 
to knock out tobacco. 

If the millennium comes, tobacco 
will probably go. But so will adver 
tising, newspapers, doctors, ministers 
and lots of other aids and troubles 
to the existing phase of life. If to- 
bacco goes then, it will go in a large 
company. But, pending the millen- 
nium, we are likely to keep it, and 
presently—if the said millennium holds 
off—we shall probably get back under 
some form of regulation, at least the 
milder varieties of intoxicants.

HE accomplished Dr. Jacks, who 
edits theology for the Hibbert 

Journal, and keeps an eye on the 
Beyond for the British Psychical

To people who see the League of 
Nations going to pot, the labor unions 
full of Reds, the coal strikers so reluc- 
tantly giving up their strike, .nd 
Uncle “Sompers mutinous and dis: osed 
to defy che government, affairs may 
seem seedy and prospects sombre. 
But, after all, the Reds are not having 
their own way in the strikes. Govern- 
ment has reached out and gathered in 
a lot of them and proposes to deport 
those who prove, on investigation, not 
to belong here. Hundreds of Russian 
Bolshevists, fired with the latest ideas 
for the substitution of anarchy for 
the existing order in America, are in 
jail, and their curious literature is in 
the hands of the authorities. The 
United States is not Russia, and the 
Red eruption here promises to be no 
more than a mere passing rash on our 
industrial body. The professional 
Irish are more disgruntled than usual. 
Justice Daniel Cohalan is carrying on a 
war of words against Great Britain, 
and roams about urging the removal 
of the British flag from the Western 
hemisphere, including the West In- 
dies; but, after all, that’s only noise. 
The judge is against the League of 
Nations and interprets the Massachu- 
setts election as ev.cor 
ure with 


ci displeas- 
President Wilson and the 


League Covenant, but anyone who 
compares the platform of the beaten 
Democrats of Massachusetts with the 
demand in the Republican platform 
for “prompt ratification of the Treaty 
of Peace without amendment,’ can 
form his own opinion about that. 
That plank beat Lodge. Walsh was 
beaten at the polls. Massachusetts 
would not back either of her treaty- 
busting Senators, though her Repub- 
licans padded their rebuke of Mr. 
Lodge by a demand for effective res- 
ervations. Judge Cohalan may say 
all that the law allows and perhaps a 
little more, and may do some mischief, 
but the mass of the Irish in the United 
States are neither Reds nor revolu- 
tionaries. They have got their share 
of what there is here and will be just 
as much disposed as other folks to 
support the kind of government under 
which they can hang on to it. 








AS to the League and the Treaty, 
what is going on at present writ- 
ing about them is merely proceedings 
William Hearst, valiant coadjutor of 
Lodge, Borah, Johnson, Knox, and the 
test, prints in his papers in large type, 
“Congratulations and Thanks to the 
Senators Who Have Defended our 
Liberties and Independence,” but all 
that is doing in Washington seems 
pert of a process whereof the issue may 
be cuite different from present appear- 
ances. The Republicans can pass 


reservations, some of them drastic, 


by larger majorities in some instances 
than were looked for. The Democrats 
cannot modify these reservations, but 
they can reject a treaty which has more 
of them tacked on to it than it can 
afford to carry. If that is done (as 
has been explained by Senator Hitch- 
cock), it will make a deadlock, and 
then there may be some more dicker- 
ing, and finally something that will 
get two-thirds of the Senate's votes, 
If the President thinks that such a, 
ratification is better than nothing, he 
can accept it. If not, he can put the 
Treaty away and let the United 
States stay out of the League until 
better counsels prevail. 








UT it is all process, and nobody 

can tell just where it is coming 
out. If the United States is still too 
selfish and cautious and provincial to 
shoulder its duty to the world and go 
on with it, we may have to have more 
discipline before we achieve a state of 
grace that will measure up to our 
opportunities. Possibly there is a 
little more merit in the clamor for 
amendments and reservations than 
has appeared to backers of the League. 
It has seemed to be partisan and based 
on jealous hostility to the President 
and all his works, but it is not wholly 
of that nature. 

Moreover, it was to be expected. 
Mr. Wilson in Paris fought the Junker- 
ism and old style politics of all Europe, 
and how desperate a fight he had has 
been well told by Ray Stannard Baker 
in the remarkable articles lately pub- 
lished in the Springfield Republican 
and other papers. That Mr. Wilson 
should have the same sort of contest 
with like spiritual elements in this 
country should have been anticipated, 
though neither he nor anyone else 
seems to have looked for it. Oxygen 
gas is oxygen gas in these states just 
as it is in Europe, and having the same 
nature, acts the same way. So does 
vitriol and junkeristic and partisan 
politics and political selfishness. The 
same ingredients that are in Europe 
are in us, and the sense of a need to 
subdue the more objectionable ones 
which has been partly drubbed into 
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THE GREAT EXODUS OF 1925 


Europe may have to be drubbed into 
us before we are good enough to do 
our work. 

That makes all that is going on now 
seem part of a process, and makes the 
observer feel more or less like Elijah 
at Horeb when the Lord passed by. 
A great wind rent the mountains, but 
the Lord was not in the wind; and 
after the wind an earthquake, but the 
Lord was not in the earthquake; and 
after the earthquake a fire, but the 
Lord was not in the fire. One can 
readily accept the Senate as the wind 
that broke the rocks and admit that 
the Lord is not in it. One may con- 
jecture, pending developments, that 
the Reds and the strikers are the 
earthquake and the fire’ and that the 
Lord is not in them. But when and 


whence and how will come the still, 
small voice that brought Elijah to the 
mouth of the cave with his face in his 
mantle? When and how are we going 
to get our mandate if the Treaty fails? 
The great movements that are pro- 
ceeding are not going to wait for us. 
They have started and will go on 
inexorably. We can lead the pro- 
cession, or join it, or let it run over us. 
We have that much choice, but that 
is all. Mr. Lodge may keep us out 
of the Treaty, but he cannot keep us 
out of the world. Our duty will find 
us, and when a duty finds one it does 
not taste so good as if he bucks up 
in good time and goes and picks it 
off the tree. Overripe duties are no 
pleasure. Best pick them while they 
are fresh. Our Peace Treaty duties 
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would have been mucn more palat- 
able if we had begun on them nine or 
ten months ago.
